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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 line 1 1 "said outlet area" should be -said second area-, to agree with 

line 8. 

In claim 2 line 2 "said second area being larger than said third area" does not 
further limit claim 1 line 9-1 1 "a predetermined point having a third area along the flow 
path, and an increase in flow area from said predetermined area to said outlet area". If 
the area increases from the third area (at the predetermined point) to the second area 
(at the outlet), the second area is inherently larger than the third area. 

Claim 3 is indefinite, since it depends from claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bopp et al. Bopp et al discloses a torque converter comprising a turbine with first input 
(108b) and second output (108a) areas, wherein a width has a constant value (between 
parallel walls 108c and 96) and a decreasing depth (between blades 104, in fig 3, due to 
decrease in distance from axis of rotation, see also discussion in Zeidler et al, column 
1 1 line 24-27), which causes the area from the inlet to the end of the parallel walls to 
decrease. It would appear that the area from the end of the parallel walls to the outlet 
has a constant radial length (formed by an arc). Since the depth decreases as the 
distance from the axis of rotation decreases, the area from the end of the parallel walls 
to a center point (i.e. midway through the arc) having a surface aligned with a radius 
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from the axis of rotation decreases; and from the center point to the outlet, the area
